Program   Narrative 

To  a   large  extent,   th_  program  proposed   for  the  City  of  Boston's  third  year  of 
302(a)    funding   for   FY   1981,    represents   a  continuation  of  the  activities   begun 
during  the  current  and   previous  grant  years.     The  proposed   program  consists 
of  three   major   categories   of  tasks:     (1)   Comprehensive   Economic  Development 
Strategy-tasks    related  to  the  updating   and   refinement  of   Boston's   CEDS  and 
coordination     with     the     CEDS     Committee;     (2)     Program     Development     and 
Implementation — tasks   related  to  the  analysis,   development,    and   implementation 
of    specific    economic    development    programs    and    projects;    and    (3)    Economic 
Planning    Initiatives — tasks    related    to    the    introduction    of    the    objectives    of 
energy   efficiency   and    regional    economic   coordination    into   the   CEDS   planning 
process. 

During    the    past   two   years   of   302(a)    funding,    Boston    has   made   significant 
progress   formulating    a   comprehensive   economic   development   strategy  directly 
linked    to    an    on-going    coordinated    economic    planning    process.      The    CEDS 
document    has    proven    to    be    useful    to    the    Mayor's    CEDS    Committee   in    its 
decision-making    relative    to    establishing    priorities    among   the   many    economic 
development    activities    underway    by    the    City    and    the    numerous    community 
development   corporations    in    Boston.      As   the    result   of   the   work   carried   out 
under  the  302(a)   funding  to  date,   the  CEDS  planning  process  has  been  elevated 
within    the   City   to   the    level    of  a   key  planning   area  cutting   across  functional 
planning    lines    and    responsibilities.      The  Annual    Report  for   Boston's   FY   1980 
302(a)  grant  provides  an  in-depth  description  of  this  year's  achievements.     This 
Annual    Report   will    be   submitted    to    EDA    concurrently   with   the  formal   302(a) 
application  for  FY    1981. 


The   proposed    302(a)    program   for    FY   1981    seeks  to   build   upon   the  work  and 
achievements  of  these  past  two  years   in  order  to  take  the  CEDS   document,    in 
the    form   of   a    process,    through    strategy    refinement,    a    work    program,    and 
project  development  leading  to  specific  implementation.     The  continuing   goal   of 
CEDS   being  a  more  closely  coordinated  City-wide  economic  program  to  define  the 
policies    and    implementation    means    for   encouraging    long    term    stable   economic 
growth  to  benefit  the  City  of  Boston  and  its  residents. 

A   variety  of  tasks  will  be  undertaken  to  update  and  refine  the  CEDS  strategies, 
programs,    and    projects,    as   well    as   the   CEDS    planning    process    itself.      The 
proposed  302(a)  program  will  involve  the  following  three  areas: 

1 .        Comprehensive   Economic   Development  Strategy 

The  CEDS   program   requires  further   review  and   discussion   with   the  CEDS 
Committee   and    updating    in   order  to   reflect  achievements   reached   during 
the    past    year,     changing    conditions    in    the    local    economy,    and    new 
opportunities    emerging  for  the  future.     The  302(a)   staff  will   continue  to 
provide   staff   support   to   the   Mayor's    CEDS    Committee   in   the  continuing 
process    to    achieve    an    annual    update   of   priority    economic   development 
programs  and  projects  determined  feasible  for  implementation. 

The    302(a)    staff    will    provide   the    information    necessary    for   the    CEDS 
Committee  to  evaluate  and  prioritize  economic  development  proposals  by  the 
City   and   community  development  corporations   in   light  of  the  most  current 
data    about  the  condition   of  the   City's   economy,    available   resources,    and 
local    investment   policies.      The   302(a)    staff   will    be    responsible   for   the 


continuing  CEDS  planning  process,  for  the  analysis  of  program  and  project 
proposals  according  to  the  criteria  established  by  the  CEDS  Committee,  and 
for  the  preparation  of  the  annual  update  of  the  CEDS  document. 

In     addition,     the    302(a)     staff    will     carry    out    the    CEDS    Committee's 
directives,    drawing   upon   inter-agency  staff  teams,    as   necessary,   and  will 
develop    and    implement    improved    coordination    measures    with    the   other 
concurrent  local  planning  processes. 

Coordination,    linkage,   and   integration   of  the  CEDS   planning   process  and 
economic    development    investment    strategy    with    other    on-going     local 
planning   and  resource  allocation  processes  will  be  a  major  task  of  the  CEDS 
staff  under  the  proposed  302(a)  program.     Considerable  progress  was  made 
in    key  areas  of  integration   this  grant  year.     For  FY   1981,  the  302(a)  staff 
will    expand    these    efforts    to    improve   inter-agency   coordination    with    the 
City    agencies    involved    with    economic   development    related    activities.      In 
this  way,    the  CEDS   planning   process  will   be  more  closely   linked   with   the 
City's    strategies    for   air   pollution    control    planning,    manpower  planning, 
industrial    retention   and   attraction,    the  CDBG   program,    the   Neighborhood 
Business    Revitalization    Program,    and    the    Commercial    Area    Revitalization 
Program. 

Additional   staff  effort  will   be  directed   to  coordinating   the  CEDS   Program 
with    the    planning    process    of    the    City's    neighborhoods,    the    regional 
planning  agency,   and  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 


In   FY   1980,    a  major  accomplishment  of  the  CEDS  Program  was  the  creation 
of  a   process  to  evaluate  and   prioritize  community  development  corporation 
proposals    within    the  context  of  the  CEDS  goals   and   strategies.     A   major 
objective   for   the    proposed    302(a)    program   for    FY   1981    is  for  the  CEDS 
staff  to  formulate  a  mutually  reinforcing  working  relationship  with  Boston's 
diverse     CDC's     with     the     purpose     of    coordinating     planning    on    the 
neighborhood  level  with  the  comprehensive  CEDS  planning. 

Similarly,    the   contacts   established  this   past  year  with   economic  planning 
and   development  agencies   at  the   regional  and  state  levels  will  be  expanded 
into   working    relationship   to   coordinate   the    CEDS    planning    process  with 
these  other  concurrent  planning  and  resource  allocation  processes. 

2.        Program   Development  and    Implementation 

Project   analysis   and    evaluation    of   economic    impact   is    a    major   on-going 
302(a)    activity.       The    CEDS    staff    carries    out    feasibility    analyses    of 
potential   CEDS   projects  to  assist  the  deliberations  of  the  CEDS  Committee. 
Additional   analysis   is   prepared   to   indicate  the  ways   in   which  the  City  can 
encourage     the     developent    of     priority    projects    that    are     ready    for 
implementation   and   the  refinement  of  other  proposals  that  represent  future 
priorities  for  incorporation  in  next  year's  CEDS  strategy. 

The  302(a)   staff  will   continue  to  identify  and  assess  resources,   tools,   and 
mechanisms    for    economic   development.      Further   efforts    are    required    to 
develop  City-wide  strategies  linked  to  the  CEDS  program  for  local  develop 


ment  corporations,   for  the  CARD   Program,   for  the  expansion  of  the   industrial 
revenue  bond  program,  and  specific  packaging  tools  for  a  sports  arena. 

3.        Economic   Planning    Initiatives 

Two  new  areas  will   be  added   to  the  CEDS   economic  planning   process  this 
year.     These  two  process-oriented  areas  are  energy  efficiency  and  regional 
economic   coordination.      Within    the   context   that  CEDS   is   a   demonstration 
program,    the   302(a)    staff   will    undertake   a   variety   of   tasks    related    to 
examining    methods    of    stabilizing     Boston's    economy    while    introducing 
pressures     for     greater    energy    efficiency.        Additionally,     the    302(a) 
program   will    examine   the   functional    ways    in    which    Boston's    economy    is 
integrally    linked    to   the   economy   of   the    Boston    SMSA,    the   New   England 
region,    and    the   nation.      The   goal    of   this    study   of   these    interrelations 
would    be   to    recommend    how   the   302(a)  planning  process  in   Boston,    the 
region,    and   the  State  might  by  more  closely  coordinated  to  induce  long- 
term   regional   economic  health.     This   study  will   also  attempt  to  determine 
how   the   302(a)    process    might   be   utilized   to   influence  greater  industrial 
productivity  in  the  local  economy. 

The  Boston    Redevelopment  Authority,   on   behalf  of  Mayor   Kevin    H.    White,    will 
continue  to  direct  and  coordinate  the  302(a)  program  for  FY   1981.

IV.      PROGRAM  NARRATIVE 

A.       Summary  of  Proposed   Program   Under  302(a) 

To  a   large  extent,  the  program  proposed  for  302(a)  funding  for 
FY  1981    represents  a  continuation  of  the  activities  begun  during  the 
two    previous    years    of    funding.       In    fiscal    years  1979    and   1980, 
Boston    has    made    significant   progress   formulating    a  comprehensive 
economic    development    strategy    directly    linked    to    an    on-going 
economic   planning    process.     As  the  result  of  the  work  carried  out 
under  the  Planning   Grant  to  date,   the  CEDS  planning  process  has 
been   elevated   within   the   City   to   the  level  of  a   key  planning  area 
cutting      across     functional      planning      lines     and     departmental 
responsibilities. 

The    proposed    program    for    FY    '81    seeks   to    build    upon    the 
capacity   building   accomplishments   to   date   to   develop   further   and 
improve  the  planning   process.     A  series  of  activities  are  essential  to 
update  and   refine  the  CEDS  strategy,   to  analyze  the  feasibility  and 
economic  impact  of  specific  proposed  projects,   to  identify  and  tailor 
implementation    resources   and   tools,    and   to   develop   and   implement 
improved   mechanisms   for   coordinating    CEDS  with  other  concurrent 
planning  and  resource  allocation   processes  at  the  local,   regional  and 
state  levels. 

The  FY  '81  302(a)  program  will  be  directed  and  coordinated  by 
the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority,  the  applicant  agency,  in  close 
cooperation  with  staff  from  the  Economic  Development  and  Industrial 
Corporation. 


B .  Background 

In    the    first    year    of    302(a)    funding    in    FY    '79,    significant 
progress  was  made  laying  the  groundwork,  for  a  continuing  planning 
progress.     The  CEDS  Committee  was  reorganized  to  comply  with  7.06 
regulations  and  officially  convened  to  begin   providing  overall   CEDS 
policy    direction.      The    302    staff    was    able    to    make    substantial 
contributions    to    increased    coordination    of    economic    development 
related    programs,    to    move    a    number    of    priority    programs    and 
projects    to    the    point    of    implementation,     and    to    improve    City 
coordination  with  community  development  corporations. 

The   302(a)    program   for   FY   '80  continued  and  expanded  upon 
the    major    ongoing    activities    begun    during    the    previous    year. 
Significant    progress    was    made    in    improving    the    CEDS    planning 
process     and     in     formulating     an     overall     investment    strategy. 
Coordination    was    enhanced    among    the    City   agencies    involved    in 
economic   development   planning   and    implementation.     The  302   staff 
established  improved  coordination  mechanisms  for  closer  intergration 
of  CEDS  with  other  local  planning  and  resource  allocation  processes, 
and  secured  the  funding  to  implement  a  number  of  the  projects  that 
were  formulated  through  the  CEDS  planning  process. 

C.  Proposed  Work  Program   For  FY  '81 
Statement  of  Purpose 

The     continuing    goal    of    Boston's    Comprehensive    Economic 
Development   Strategy   is   to   define   the   policies   and    implementation 
means    for    encouraging     long-term    balanced    growth    of    Boston's 
economy    to    provide    permanent    employment    opportunities    and    an 


expanded   tax  base  to  benefit  the  City  and  its   residents.     CEDS  is 
designed  to  link  economic  development  planning  and  implementation. 
This  linkage  is  achieved  through  the  CEDS  planning   process  which 
involves     analyzing     the     City's     economic     problems,     needs     and 
opportunities;    defining   economic   development  goals  and  objectives; 
framing   development   policies  and  a  set  of  sector  and  major  project 
area   investment   strategies;    identifying   the    resources,    mechanisms 
and   tools   for   implementation;    developing    programs  and  projects  to 
achieve   the   goals   and   objectives;    establishing    priorities;   matching 
priority  projects  and  programs  with  available  resources  in  an  overall 
City    investment    strategy;     and    coordinating    the    CEDS    planning 
process    with    other    local,    regional,    and    state-level    planning   and 
resource  allocation  processes  to  achieve  a  comprehensive  approach  to 
economic  development. 

The  302(a)  program  for  1981  seeks  to  build  upon  the  work  and 
accomplishments  of  the  past  two  years  in  order  to  continue  the 
process  of  taking  the  CEDS  document  through  strategy  refinement,  a 
work  program,  and  project  development  leading  to  specific  implemen- 
tation. A  variety  of  tasks  will  be  undertaken  to  update  and  refine 
the  CEDS  strategies,  programs  and  projects,  as  well  as  the  overall 
planning  process. 

Scope  of  Tasks  ' 

1 .        Staff  to  the  CEDS  Committee 

The  CEDS  program   requires  further  review  and  discussion  with 
the   CEDS   Committee  and  updating   in  order  to   reflect  achievements 


reached    during    the    past    year,    changing    conditions    in   the   local 
economy,   and   new  opportunities  emerging  for  the  future.     The  302 
staff  will    continue   to   provide   staff   support  to   the   Mayor's   CEDS 
Committee,   to  its  Sub-Committee  for  CDC  projects,  and  to  any  addi- 
tional subcommittees  that  are  established  this  coming  year. 

In    this    capacity,    the    302    staff    will    be   responsible   for   the 
continuing   CEDS  planning  process,   for  the  analysis  of  programs  and 
project  proposals  according  to  the  criteria  established   by  the  CEDS 
Committee,   and  for  the  preparation  of  the  annual  update  of  the  CEDS 
document.      Functions   of  the   302   staff  will    include   convening   the 
CEDS   Committee   meetings,    establishing   agenda    in  conjunction  with 
the  Co-Chairmen,   providing  all   information  and  analysis  appropriate 
to  the  deliberations  of  the  CEDS  Committee,  making  presentations  of 
project    alternatives,    and    facilitating    the    Committee's    review    and 
feedback  regarding  emerging  commercial  and  industrial   development 
strategies. 

The    CEDS    staff    will    carry    out  the   directives   of  the   CEDS 
Committee,   drawing   upon  inter-agency  staff  teams  as  necessary,  and 
be    responsible    for    day-to-day    coordination    of    CEDS    with    other 
concurrent  planning  processes  at  the  local,   regional  and  state  levels. 

2.        CEDS  Strategy  Update  and    Refinement 

A  variety  of  tasks  will   be  undertaken  to  update  and  refine  the 
CEDS    strategy.      In   the   continuing    process   to   achieve   an   annual 
update    of    priority    economic    development    programs    and    projects 


determined    feasible    for    implementation,     updating    of    the    CEDS 
program  is  required  to  reflect  recent  changes  in  the  City's  economic 
conditions,     available     implementation     resources,     and     progress 
achieved  this  past  year. 

The  new  draft  Development  Guide  written   by  the  302  staff  this 
current  grant  year  to  replace  the  original  (and  now  outdated)  CEDS 
chapter    identifying    available    implementation    mechanisms    and    tools, 
needs  to  be  reviewed   by  the  CEDS  committee.     Similarly,   the  long- 
range  economic  policy  papers  prepared  as  part  of  the   FY   '80  302(a) 
program  need  to  be  presented  to  the  CEDS  committee  for  discussion 
and    deliberation    regarding    future    economic    policy    in    relation   to 
CEDS. 

The  CEDS  goals  and  objectives  will  be  reviewed  and  refined  as 
necessary  in  light  of  changing  conditions  and  the  experience  of  the 
past  two  years  of  the  CEDS  planning  process.  Energy  conservation 
and  efficiency  will  be  incorporated  into  the  CEDS  goals,  objectives, 
and  policy  statements.  The  areas  of  manpower  planning,  air  quality 
planning,  and  industrial  productivity  also  need  to  be  examined  for 
improved  expression  in  the  CEDS  goal  statements. 

A  major  task  will   be  the  continuing  development  and  refinement 
of  the   emerging    development   policies   for   guiding  and  encouraging 
industrial     and     commercial     sector     development    and     investment 
strategies  for  the  City's  priority  project  areas.     These  policies  and 
strategies  are  to  be  a   key  linkage  in  the  planning   process  between 
the     CEDS     goals     and     objectives     and     project    planning     and 
development.      Also  to  be  refined,    in  conjunction  with  the  evolving 
policies  and  strategies,  are  the  project  selection  criteria  employed  by 


the  CEDS  Committee  in  its  evaluation  and  priority  of  priority  projects 
feasible  for  implementation. 

There    is    the    need    to    more    closely    synchronize   the   project 
planning    process   and   overall    investment   strategy   in   a   multi-year 
timetable,    an    integral    part  of  the  CEDS  process.     The  City's  first 
formal    implementation    agreement   with    EDA,    now   in    a    preliminary 
stage,  will  be  refined  in  FY  '81. 

Project  Analysis  and    Evaluation  of  Economic   Impact 

This   is  a  major  ongoing  302  activity.     The  CEDS  staff  carries 
out    analysis    of    potential    CEDS    projects   to   determine  feasibility, 
evaluate  economic  impact,   and  assess  conformity  to  the  CEDS  goals, 
objectives  and  strategies.     This  analysis  is  undertaken  to  assist  the 
CEDS  Committee's  formulation  of  an  overall   investment  strategy  and 
to    guide    the    City's    major    commercial    and    industrial    development 
efforts.     The  302  staff  will  examine  how  to  best  incorporate  energy 
conservation,    increased    industrial    productivity,    and   the   measures 
being     developed     by    the     demonstration     Air    Quality     Technical 
Assistance  grant  into  the  analysis  of  proposed  economic  development 
projects  and  programs. 

This  analysis,    usually  incorporated  into  other  overall  analyses, 
also  indicates  the  specific  ways  in  which  the  City  can  encourage  the 
development  of  priority  projects   ready  for  implementation  and  refine 
other    proposals   that   may    represent  future    priorities   for    inclusion 
into  the  next  year's  CEDS  strategy. 


Economic  Development   Resources,    Tools  and   Mechanisms 

The  302    staff    will    continue    to    identify,    assess,    and    refine 
resources,    tools,    and   mechanisms   for   economic   development.      The 
past    two    years'    experience   with   the   CEDS    planning    process   has 
demonstrated    the    importance    of    this    activity    to    both    strategy 
formulation    and    implementation.      Further    efforts    are   required   to 
develop    city-wide    strategies    linked    to   the    CEDS  program  for   local 
development  corporations  oriented  to  commercial  development  and  for 
the  CARD  program.     The  CARD   Program  has  the  potential  to  serve 
as   a    key   linkage  mechanism  coordinating  the  economic  development 
plans     and      proposed     investment     by     community     development 
corporations   with   the  CEDS  strategies  for  neighborhood  commercial 
areas. 

Specific  packaging  tools  for  a  proposed  sports  arena  need  to  be 
investigated,    including   the   possibility   of   special    state   legislation. 
Potential   innovative  uses  of  UDAG  and  industrial   revenue  bonds   in 
combination  with  other  development  mechanisms  need  to  be  explored 
further  for  a  range  of  projects. 

New  tools  will  be  assessed  for  application  to  Boston's  needs. 
An  in-depth  evaluation  of  the  HUD  Section  108  Program  for  long-term 
financing  will  be  undertaken  as  a  possible  complement  to  the  ongoing 
Neighborhood  Business  Revitalization  Program  for  industrial  develop- 
ment. Following  this  assessment,  the  302  staff  will  seek  designation 
of  Boston  by  HUD  for  this  program  and  plan  for  the  effective  utili- 
zation of  this  new  tool.  In  addition,  analysis  will  be  carried  out  of 
the  most  appropriate  uses  of  the  forthcoming  EDA  Business 
Development  mechanisms  and  the  new  SBA  503  Program. 


Increased  efforts  will   be  directed  towards  obtaining  a  higher  level  of 
financial   involvement  by  Boston's  substantial   private  sector  lending 
community,    representing   a   huge   potential    resource   for   the   City's 
economic    development    program.      This    current   year,    a    significant 
achievement  was  securing  $37  million   in  commitments  to  support  the 
industrial    development   activities   of  the   Boston    Local    Development 
Corporation.      A    concerted    attempt    will    be   made   to    broaden    this 
involvement  in  the  coming  year. 

CEDS   Coordination  with    Local   Planning   Processes 

Coordination,    linkage,    and    integration   of  the   CEDS   planning 
process  with  other  on-going   local   planning   processes  will  be  a  major 
task     of  -  the     CEDS     staff     in     the     proposed     302(a)     program. 
Considerable   progress   was   made   in    key   areas   of   integration   this 
grant   year.      For   fiscal    year  1981,    the  302  staff  will  expand  these 
efforts   to   further   improve   inter-agency  coordination  with  the  City 
agencies  involved  with  economic  related  activities.     The  302  staff  will 
coordinate     inter-agency     staff    teams,     as     appropriate,     in     the 
continuing  development  and   implementation  of  improved  coordination 
measures. 

Manpower    planning,    air    quality    planning,    the    Neighborhood 
Business      Revitalization      Program     and     the     Commercial      Area 
Revitalization    District   Program   are  four  City  strategies  to  be  more 
closely    linked    to    CEDS.     'Relative    to    manpower    planning,     for 
example,   the  specific  components  of  an  industrial  marketing  strategy 
will   be  jointly  designed  and   implemented  by  the  City's  302  staff  and 
the  Private  Industry  Council. 
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In    FY    '80,    a   major   accomplishment   was   the   incorporation   of 
community  development  corporation  projects  into  CEDS  via  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  process  to  evaluate  and  prioritize  the  CDC  proposals 
within  the  context  of  the  CEDS  goals  and  objectives.     An  objective  of 
the  302(a)    program   for  1981   is  to  expand  this  relationship  to  more 
closely  integrate  neighborhood  level  planning  with  the  comprehensive 
CEDS  process. 

Linkage  with  State  and   Regional   Economic  Development  Planning 

The   CEDS  staff  will   improve  linkage  between  the  City's  CEDS 
planning  process  and  the  planning  activities  of  the  Metropolitan  Area 
Planning  Council  and  the  Governor's  Development  office,  the  regional 
and  state  302(a)  grantees,  respectively. 

The  information  exchange  and  informal  cooperative  relationships 
established    this    year    will    be    expanded    to    initate    more    closely 
coordinated  planning  aimed  at  promoting  the  long-term  stability  and 
growth  of  the  regional  economy.     The  City's  CEDS  staff,  will  examine 
the  functional   inter-relationships  between   Boston's  economy  and  the 
economy  of  the  Boston  SMSA  and  the  New  England   region  with  the 
goal     of     recommending     how     constructive     pressures     might     be 
introduced  into  the  regional  economy,  e.g.  for  energy  conservation.
